SPJ  was  an  enormously  voracious  reader  and  book  collector. 
Indicative  of  this  interest  is  the  clipping  which  appears  below, 
a  clipping  which  was  found  inserted  in  the  SPJ  birthday  book 
(  the  SPJ  birthday  book  is  currently  in  the  collection  of  Cousin 
Peg  ).  On  the  basis  of  this  clipping  we  can  see  that  EPJ  was  not 
only  interested  in  books  -  and  the  book  review  section  of  The  Hew 
Y ork  Times ,  but  she  was  also  knowledgeable  about  them  (  she  knew 
who  wrote  the  lines  of  poetry  which  a  reader  of  The  New  Y ork  Times 
on  Feb.  2,  1919.  asked  about  )  and  she  was  motivated  concerning 
them  (  she  took  the  initiative  and  wrote  to  The  New  Y ork  Times 
to  supply  the  answer  to  the  question  of  another  reader  ; .
